I could say more for it. 

In describing your coverage of tee Pentagon Papers as "full and continuing” , yon 
understate.

as ”F»*> in your collective debt for this as we are to those papers w^Ttravail is not 
yet ever for their parte in bringing this suppression to light. 

However, you avoided and your evaded, and I suggest your phrase "in which among 
other you seem to be requesting" indicates this was not accidental. 

There is one aspect of this flap not touched upon by any media, to the testof my 
knowledge. It is to this that I referred in citing your ^questioning presentation of 
Herbert Klein. This is further treated in Chief Justice Burger s opinion. t is an a*«a 
that may well figure in coming action against the Simas, Post and perhaps 
for tothe unknowing and unquestioning, it may appear to he a of 
the methods wed and not used by these paper*.

AM, I again express tea hope teat in the past month the major media has seen enough 
to inspire it to reconsider what amounts to policy deciaiona_on what is _and can ^ be news. 

I you’d read parte of tee Black opinion aid ask yourself if the situation is not, 
really, worse, when tee press does this sort of thing on its own.
